Electro-Federation Canada (EFC) represents more than 230 member companies that manufacture, distribute, 
market, sell, and maintain a wide range of electrical and automation products contributing to Canada’s net- 
zero future, including advanced technologies such as intelligent buildings, smart infrastructure, and Industry 
4.0. The electrical and automation industry is the technology, innovation experts, and supply chain partners 
needed for a net-zero economy. We are powering a changing world. EFC members contribute over $15 billion 
to the Canadian economy annually and support over 100,000 jobs across the country. 


On behalf of Canadian lighting manufacturers, EFC recommends the FCC not approve the petition to modify 
some sections of the 900 MHz band allocation as described in Docket No. 24-240, RM-11989, dated August 6, 
2024. Our reasons are as follows: 


(1) It would come in conflict with the international agreements with the International 
Telecommunications Union (ITU) acknowledged by Canada. 

(2) This modification would potentially impact millions of products already in operation in the field, as 
acknowledged in the NextNav petition to the Commission. 


We urge FCC to carefully consider these issues to achieve an effective regulatory outcome.
